REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

-- The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter 
for the listed claims: 

Claim 1 : The prior art does not show a housing, a receiving apparatus attached 
to housing with at least one LED, drive device for adjustment of receiving apparatus 
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such that at least one LED can be selectively positioned toward a light emission 
aperture. 

Claim 12: The prior art does not show a housing, receiving apparatus having axis 
of rotation, an LED receiving apparatus rotatably mounted within housing, the plurality 
of LED's on receiving apparatus selectively rotationally positioned toward the light 
emission aperture. 

This in combination with all the other elements pertaining to each of the above 
mentioned claims are reasons for allowable subject matter and the examiner knows of 
no permissible motivation to combine the prior art such that the subject matter as a 
whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made.
